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Search for Corrie will 
move to landfill site

THE search for missing Corrie 
McKeague will concentrate on a 
waste site near Cambridge later 
this month. 

Police have identified Milton 
landfill site as a place they want 
to search for the 23-year-old air¬ 
man, who went missing in Bury 
St Edmunds last September. 

It is expected the search will 
start on Wednesday, February 
22, and last for around 10 weeks. 

Martin McKeague, Corrie’s 
dad, said: “[The news] was hard 
for all of the McKeague family in 
Scotland. Make no mistake, this 
part is no longer just about look¬ 
ing for Corrie’s phone, or wit¬ 
nesses or CCTV footage. This is 
about searching for his body in 
a 26 foot deep 900 metre wide 
rubbish site because they be¬ 
lieve my boy is in there some¬ 
where. 

“And when we sat yesterday 
morning with the police and 
heard them actually tell us face- 
to-face, we were completely 
taken aback; despite knowing 
through all these months that 
one day we might wake up to 
that reality.” 

It is estimated that the search 
will take a specialist team of po¬ 


lice officers six to 10 weeks to 
complete the work required. 

Police say the preparation will 
include building access ways to 
the area to be searched, carrying 
out scoping work and putting 
appropriate facilities on the site 
to allow the search to be carried 
out thoroughly. 

Since the start of the investi¬ 
gation, police have been work¬ 
ing through a number of pos¬ 
sibilities. One of the lines of 
inquiry has been waste collec¬ 
tions from the Bury St Edmunds 
area known as the Horseshoe, 
around the time of the last sight¬ 
ing of Corrie. 

It was known, and CCTV 
shows, that a waste lorry made 
a collection in the area a short 
time after the last confirmed 
sighting of Corrie. 

The lorry was seized in the 
early stages of the inquiry for fo¬ 
rensic examination. 

This did not reveal any traces 
of him, but the waste collection 
has been one line of inquiry po¬ 
lice have kept under review. 

Detective Superintendent Ka¬ 
tie Elliot said: “This is the next 
logical step in the investigation. 

“Preparation work is already 
under way for the search, and 
this will be progressed as quickly 
as possible. 

“We know that physically 


searching the site has the po¬ 
tential to cause an increase in 
odour, and we hope residents 
will understand that we and the 
site owners have taken this into 
consideration when making a 
decision to go ahead. 

“While the search may not 
provide the answers as to what 
happened to Corrie, it is some¬ 
thing we need to do as our inves¬ 
tigation continues.” 

Meanwhile, Corrie’s mum 
Nicola Urquhart, 48, has praised 
a Suffolk charity after spending 
around 6,000 hours trying to 
find her son. 

She claimed that if Corrie was 
found tomorrow, she would 
spend the rest of her life raising 
money for the Suffolk Lowland 
Search and Rescue (SULSAR) 
service. 

Mrs Urquhart said: “SULSAR 
has spent around 6,000 hours 
searching for Corrie. Myself, 

Makeyan, Darroch and our fam¬ 
ily will never be able to show our 
true gratitude.” 

Mrs Urquhart has said she 
plans to withdraw a £50,000 re¬ 
ward for information if no-one 
comes forward this week. 

She said the sum, offered by 
an anonymous business cou¬ 
ple, would be removed if no new

Residents keep 
up plans fight 


RESIDENTS in Newmar¬ 
ket are continuing the fight 
against approved plans for a 
warehouse, after submitting 
a formal complaint to the dis¬ 
trict council last night. 

Neighbours state that For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
has “failed to protect the resi¬ 
dents” of Studlands Park and 
has put “short term financial 
consideration first”. 

Councillors gave the green 
light for the plans from Cl In¬ 
dustries Ltd for Units 9 to 11 
in St Leger Drive last month. 

Case officer Gary Hancox 
said the site would offer a 
“significant” number of jobs, 
but the application itself re¬ 
ceived 60 written objections. 

Gail Spoore, who is spear¬ 
heading the campaign 
against the warehouse, said 
in her letter: “We are writing 
to formally object to the way 
the planning application/s 
for plots 9/11 St Leger Drive 
were processed by FHDC 
planning department. These 
plans are in direct contra- 
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vention of the council’s own 
planning guidelines. We feel 
that the planning depart¬ 
ment/council has failed to 
protect the residents of Stud- 
lands Park and has instead 
put short term financial con¬ 
siderations first.” 

Ms Spoore’s main points in 
the letter - which is signed by 
11 residents - include being 
given only 14 days to review 
the plans, mistakes in the 
planning process, and that 
the plans were poorly de¬ 
signed. 

The residents add that they 
would like a “full and open 
review”. 

Residents had complained 
that the proposed building 
was an “ugly monstrosity” 
due to its height. 

The plans were re-submit- 
ted after being rejected twice 
by the district council. 

They were also rejected by 


an inspector from the Secre¬ 
tary of State for communities 
and local government. 

Cl Industries re-submitted 
an amended application last 
November and split the ware¬ 
house into two units. 

The first unit was reduced 
to 8.25m in height at its eaves, 
and 11m at its ridge, and the 
second unit was reduced to 
7.5m and 10.9m respectively. 
The finished floor level would 
be lower than the adjoining 
road level. 

District Cllr Chris Bark¬ 
er, from Newmarket Town 
Council, who voted for the 
proposal, said: “The main 
reason we [previously re¬ 
jected the proposal] was that 
three houses would be over¬ 
looked. 

“By breaking it up into 
two parts, the houses will be 
in the gap in the middle. It’s 
an industrial estate. It’s your 
prerogative whether you buy 
a house there or not.” 

Cl Industries Ltd declined 
to comment.

Talks on rail crossing 
to be held in private 


A MEETING about the 
closure of a crossing in 
Newmarket will take place 
behind closed doors, say 
Network Rail. 

The rail company state 
that any meeting will 
take place between them, 
town MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock and Suffolk County 
Council to look at possi¬ 
ble solutions to keep the 
Weatherby Crossing open. 

This comes as Network 
Rail confirmed its plans to 
close the crossing, which 
is off Cricket Field Road. 
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A Network Rail spokes¬ 
woman said: “There will 
be no further public meet¬ 
ings until after the order 
is submitted next month. 
We held two rounds of 
consultation with the 
public in June and Octo¬ 
ber where we gathered 
feedback from residents 
and stakeholders. We will 
continue to have discus¬ 
sions with the MP and 


councils about alternative 
solutions.” 

Last week, Mr Hancock 
claimed that he will take 
matters to the Depart¬ 
ment of Transport, after 
Network Rail stated it 
would be proceeding with 
its closure of the town 
crossing. 

Residents fear that its 
closure would “split the 
town in half”. 

Cllr Robin Millar said: 
“I’m delighted Matthew 
is taking the lead on this 
now. The MP’s involve¬ 


ment has made all the 
difference to resident 
campaigns to keep cross¬ 
ings open in other parts of 
Suffolk.” 

Network Rail an¬ 
nounced plans to close 
the crossing in May along 
with 130 other level cross¬ 
ings across Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, Suffolk and Essex. 

After the order is sub¬ 
mitted to the Secretary of 
State in March, another 
round of formal consulta¬ 
tion will start. A final deci¬ 
sion will be made in 2018.

He was released on bail un¬ 
til April 6. 

“Two women, aged 28 and 35, 
from Cambridge, were arrested on 
suspicion of conspiracy to commit 
robbery. They have been released on 
bail until March 17.”

Her sister Bethany, who 
is in Year 5, has arranged for 
it to shown at the assembly. 

Megan’s parents are both 
graphic designers so she 
grew up in a creative envi¬ 
ronment and came up with 
the idea herself to cut up pa¬ 
per to resemble ice and film 
the video using software on 
her iPad. 

“She isn’t allowed on social 
media, she’s too young, but 
she insisted I share it,” said- 
Gavin. 

“I said if you want it to stop 
I’ll take it down, but she in¬ 
sisted, ‘I really want my mes¬ 
sage to be seen.’” 

As well as inspiring her 
Year 3 classmates at Weath- 
eralls Primary School Megan 


has also prompted a teary 
reaction from Greenpeace 
conservationists.

is just one cake and if some take 
bigger slices those with less will feel 
aggrieved. The seeming financial 
failures of Greece really just mirror the 
same failures in the UK, the results of 
living on excessive credit. 

I have never been a Maggie fan. For 
her ideology of monetarist theory read 
"Greed is Good", which was abundant 
around 1984, so maybe George 
Orwell was prescient. Government 
initiatives around this time saw 
privatisation of nationalised utilities, 
many of which are now foreign 
owned and post-Brexit may be even 
more near impossible to untangle.

The problem with politics, at least 
two party politics, is that it falls foul 
of the laws of action and reaction 
and can become merely a pursuit for 
power. The Opposition will profess to 
have the antidote to the Government 
ills but inevitably such antidotes have 
side effects. The Parties will believe 
their policies are best and unique 
to them and cannot countenance 
that others may be partly right too. 

In fact, there are invariably at least 
two opinions on any subject and 
somewhere in between lies the reality. 

One view of the EU is that it is 
merely a talking shop. Winston 
Churchill was pro-EU, declaring "Jaw, 
jaw is better than war, war". I fancy 
many News readers are of the age to 
remember the song "Wouldn't it be 
nice to get on with your neighbours". 
The alternative is to disappear into 
a castle and pull up the drawbridge. 
The UK might be an island but we 
should not be insular or isolationist. 

A unity is stronger than disparate 
groups: disparity causes tension, envy, 
greed and other vices, which lead to 
wars until we eventually cause our 


own demise. Sadly, I fear, the Brexit 
vote has turned back time but possibly 
advanced the Doomsday clock.

Fly-tipping incidents 
in town rise by 18 pc

FLY-TIPPING in Newmarket 
rose by 18.9 per cent last year, 
according to figures released 
under a Freedom of Information 
request. 

There were 74 incidents of fly¬ 
tipping in the town in 2015, but 
that figure rose to 88 in 2016. 

Brickfields Avenue was the 
worst effected area in both 
years, with 13 incidents in 2016 
and 11 in the previous year. 

Town Cllr David Wright, who 
lives near Brickfields Avenue, 
told the News: “They are crimi¬ 
nals using the night time as their 
cover to use the area to dump 
their rubbish. 

“They can’t be doing this any¬ 
more. They’re scumbags who 
don’t care for our lovely gardens, 
paths, trees, bushes, birds, fami¬ 
lies and children. 

“Most people in the area have 
photo cameras and we will catch

them.” 

A spokeswoman for Forest 
Heath District Council said: “All 
incidents of fly-tipping are taken 
seriously by the council. 

“We investigate all incidents 
and take enforcement action 


where possible. In 2015/16, 
FHDC issued 142 warning let¬ 
ters, three formal cautions and 
had one successful prosecution. 
We also carried out over 400 
duty care inspections on busi¬ 
nesses.” 

A Suffolk police spokesperson 
said: “Our ‘Make the Right Call’ 
campaign currently highlights 
that some of the most common 
calls received by police which 
are handled by other agencies 
include fly-tipping, and there¬ 
fore we would advise members 
of the public to contact the rel¬ 
evant authority, which in this 
case is the council.” 

A spokesperson for the De¬ 
partment for Environment, Food 
& Rural Affairs said: “Fly-tipping 
is a selfish act that blights com¬ 
munities, poses a health risk 
and leads to significant clean-up 
costs for local councils. 

“This is why tackling this 
crime is a priority for the govern¬ 
ment and we have introduced 
new powers for local authorities 


to issue fixed penalty notices of 
between £150 and £400 to those 
caught in the act.” 

The top five worst effected ar¬ 
eas in 2016 included Brickfields 
Avenue with 13 separate inci¬ 
dents, Hyperion Way with five, 
All Saints Road with five, Stud- 
lands Park Avenue with four and 
the High Street with four. 

Some of the others were: Aure¬ 
ole Walk (1), Barbara Stradbroke 
Avenue (1), Cheveley Road (1), 
Bill Rickaby Drive (3), Carson 
Walk (3), Church Lane (2), Exeter 
Road (3), Depot Road (2), Exn- 
ing Road (2), Frampton Close 
(3), George Lambton Avenue (3), 
Noel Murless Drive (3), Palace 
Street (2), Bury Road (2). Nim¬ 
bus Way (2), St Mary’s Square (2) 
and Willie Snaith Road (1).

Cllr Andy Drummond told the 
News: “We are trying to recruit at a 
lower level, more commensurate to 
the role rather than the staff costs 
being out of control. 

“I was horrified to see the wage bill

when I became mayor. It’s been diffi¬ 
cult times.

Ms Barrett, 45, who left in October 
last year, is a notable absence to the 
staff list, as she is known for having 
£7,000 of public money spent for her 
private neck operation in 2013.

as part of Jockey Club Racecourses. 
This involves a range of measures in¬ 
cluding a person being able to order 
a maximum of four drinks per trans¬ 
action, free water on all of our bars 
and staff trained to challenge those 
who appear under the age of 25 for 


proof of age and stop serving anyone 
intoxicated. We want all people to 
have a fantastic day at the races and 
this policy is part of that, in line with 
the Pace Yourself campaign that pro¬ 
motes responsible drinking across 
all British racecourses.” 

The drinking policy has been in 
place at the Rowley Mile and the July 
Course since 2014.

A GODFATHER of a 9-year-old 
Exning boy with leukaemia will 
be running a marathon to make 
his godson smile. 

Derek McGaffin, of Studlands 
Park, Newmarket, will be run¬ 
ning the Cambridge half-mara- 
thon on March 5 to raise money 
for Jacob, who has been forced to 
live at home for a year. 

The fundraiser has received 
£580 so far, which will be given to 
Jacob so that he can enjoy family 
days out in London. 

Mr McGaffin, 38, told the 
News: “I want to do this just to 
cheer him up and send him and 
his family some happiness. 

“Jacob went into remission 
from the leukaemia but relapsed 
in 2016. The whole world col¬ 
lapsed in for the family. They 
think they’re on the road to re¬ 
covery and to be dealt with a 
blow like that? God knows what 
it was like for the parents and Ja¬ 
cob. 

“It was certainly devastating 
for me, but we can’t think about 
how we feel, it’s for Jacob who has 
no life at the moment.” Jacob was 
diagnosed with Acute Lympho¬ 


blastic Leukaemia in April 2014. 

He went into remission later 
on but relapsed in 2016. 

After receiving a bone mar¬ 
row transplant in September 
last year, Jacob is still receiving 
medicines daily, including blood 
tests, lumbar punctures, fluids 
and transfusions. He has been 
unable to go to school and meet 
his friends for a year. 


On the fundraiser, Jacob’s 
mother Lorna said: “We’re re¬ 
ally, really thrilled. We’re over¬ 
whelmed by the community’s 
generosity. It’s been awful. When 
people started donating, it was 
appreciated more by the fact that 
he’s still remembered.”

I'm a husband now. I can't 

just swan 


As his latest children's 
book is published, 
Julian Clary talks 

to HANNAH 
STEPHENSON 

about love, laughter 
and why he won't 
be doing any more 
reality TV shows 

H AVING just returned from 
a late honeymoon in the 
Maldives, after completing 
a gruelling schedule which 
included stand-up tours in 
the UK and Australia, a West End 
panto and his own wedding, lulian 
Clary is hoping for a quieter year. 

"When you're really tired and can 
barely speak to each 
other, the Maldives is 
the place to go,” the 
softly-spoken come¬ 
dian observes. 

In November, lulian 
- master of the double 
entendre, winner of 
2012 Celebrity Big 
Brother, and all-round 
popular funny man 
- married his long¬ 
term partner Ian 
Mackley, in a small, 
private ceremony at 
Camden Town Hall 
register office. 

Now the happy 

couple are back at their home in 
Aldington, Kent - a 15th century 
manor house once owned by Noel 
Coward - and lulian, 57, is busy 
promoting The Bolds On Holiday, 
his third children's book in The 
Bolds series, about the adventures 
of a family of laughing hyenas who 
live in Teddington, disguised as 
humans. 

While lulian has no children of 
his own, he has a brood of great- 
nieces and nephews to test his 
novels on. 

"My nephews and nieces have all 
now had children. There are six 
children around between one and 
eight, so there's plenty of scope,” he 
says. "We're quite a funny family. 
We all laugh a lot. They understand 
my humour.” 

Did he ever want kids himself? 
"Not really,” he muses. "I've 
thought about it. I had a little pang 
the other day when I saw that 
Madonna might be adopting two 
more children. I thought, we could 
do that. But I'm a bit old now. 

"My husband is younger than me 
and he's quite interested in the 
idea, but I think it's just talk, really. 






I don't think we are 
quite committed 
enough to do it.” 

But they were 
committed enough to 
get married last year 
- a celebration that 
lulian posted to his 
215,000 Twitter 
followers, with a 
picture of the happy 
couple dressed in 
formal suits with 
floral corsages, as 
lulian signed the 
register. 

He and Ian have been together 11 
years, and lulian said it was a 
mutual decision to tie the knot. 

"I was always a great campaigner 
for gay marriage, then found I 
didn't particularly want it for 
myself, and then it just came 
about,” he adds. 

"We both made our wills and it 
came out of that, really. We both 
thought it would be a nice day out. 
No one popped the question. It was 
more, 'When are you free?' We both 
looked at our diaries. We didn’t tell 
anyone, it wasn't a big thing. We 
only had two people at the wedding 
- my sister and my PA." 

lulian, who met his advertising 
executive beau in 2005 on a yacht 
in Ibiza, was adamant he wasn't 
going to have a big bash. 

"I couldn't bear the thought of 
being the centre of attention in that 
circumstance. It felt like a very 
private thing between the two of us. 

"We had a party later. People 
thought they were just coming to a 
party, but we hung the 'just 
married' sign up in the hallway. 

"I didn't think marriage would 
change our relationship, and I 


suppose nothing has actually 
changed, but I think we’re being 
nicer to each other since we got 
married. It's a funny thing. You feel 
more committed, like you're 
looking out for the person. It's just 
subtle things. It’s more romantic. 
I'm being more considerate, which 
I never have been before! 

"We are both very independent, 
emotionally as well. We're not 
particularly needy with each other. 
We're just being kinder. 

"Before you're married, there's 
this thought, 'Oh, I could always get 
rid of you and get someone more 
interesting,'” he quips with a laugh, 
"but now I don't feel like that.” 

He wants to devote this year to 
writing two further Bolds books: he 
always imagined there'd be five in 
the series. 

lulian, who's also written a 
memoir and three adult novels, 
says his mind's in a different place 
when he's writing children's books, 
compared with performing live 
comedy. 

"I'm not trying to squeeze 
innuendos and graphic sexual 
references into it. I like the 
innocence of it,” he explains. 

Yet the panto he performed in at 
Christmas, Cinderella, was heavily 
criticised for being too rude for 
young audiences. lulian chuckles at 
the accusations. 

"I did love one headline, 'lulian 
unleashes a tsunami of smut! That 
will be on my next tour poster." 

After two punishing stand-up 
tours last year with The loy Of 
Mincing, he'll give himself some 
time off, he says. 

"I like fading away, and people 
thinking you've died for a while. 
Because of the nature of my act, it’s 


quite easy to have a bit of Clary 
fatigue, and if you go away for a 
while and then come back, people 
are ready for a bit of filth.” 

However, it's important he keeps 
performing. 

"It's imperative,” lulian admits. 
"It’s what I started out doing and 
there's something very addictive 
about making people laugh. I can 
do that in the privacy of my own 
home, but there's something about 
getting out there, the creative 
process of touring and things 
evolving and occurring to you in 
the moment. I like all that.” 

However, he doesn't crave the 
celebrity recognition he once did. 

"Oh God, spare me that! I used to 
think it was terribly important, but 
I can disappear now and come 
back and it’s all fine. When you get 
to about 50, you think, 'Well, I'm 
only going to do what I want to do!” 

His TV appearances have 
dwindled in the last year, he 
realises. He says there are a few 
things in the pipeline, but none 
which he can talk about. Will there 
be more reality shows after his 
successes with Strictly Come 
Dancing in 2004 and Celebrity Big 
Brother? 

"How about The lump?” he 
retorts, laughing. "And of course 
I'm still lamenting the loss of 
Splash. I would have been very 
good on that!” 

"I think I may have made my 
contribution to that genre,” lulian 
continues. "I'm a husband now - 
I'm far too busy looking after my 
husband to swan off to the jungle."

THE HEART'S INVISIBLE FURIES by John 
Boyne (Doubleday, £16.99

BOYNE'S latest foray 
into the story of Ireland 
is much funnier but no 
less hard-hitting in its 
social backdrop than his 
previous novels. 

It centres on the lifelong trials and 
tribulations of Cyril Avery, a boy 
born in 1945 out of wedlock to an 
Irish mother. 

Adopted by a pair of middle-class 
Dublin eccentrics, he strikes up a 
friendship with a spoilt, risky 
character, Julian Woodbead. That 
friendship provides the link through 
much of Cyril's life, told in the first 
person, in which he comes to terms 
with being gay in a country, 
that, until recently scorned 
homosexuality, his ill-fated 
relationships, the savagery of the 
church, the scourge of Aids and 
other real events which provide a 
backdrop to the story. 

But Boyne creates lightness out of 
doom, humour out of desperately 
sad situations, creating a compelling 
page-turner that really tells the 
story of Ireland, as well as of a man 
trying to anchor himself in world 
with decidedly questionable values. 

A terrific read. 

A GENTLEMAN IN MOSCOW by 

(Hutchinson, £12.99 - ebook 
£8.99)

DESCRIBED as The 
Grand Budapest Hotel 
meets War And Peace, 

A Gentleman In Moscow 
is quite a novel to 
behold. Towles' use of 
language is an absolute 
pleasure and you can't help but 
savour every word. 

The story opens a couple of years 
after the Russian Revolution, during 
a time of ferocious upheaval. 

A devilishly good-looking count, 
Alexander Rostov has been 
summoned before an emergency 
committee and accused of penning a 
counter-revolutionary poem. For the 
next several years, under hotel 
arrest, he forms relationships with 
employees, visitors and a young girl 
whom he becomes a guardian for. 

Towles creates a memorable 
character in Rostov and this book 
brings something for everyone - 
humour, history, friendship and 
philosophy. Definitely worth a read.

D IETING is a divisive 
subject, not least with 
the current debate 
surrounding clean 
eating, but chef Tom 
Kerridge is open-minded. 

The cheerful TV foodie has lost 
11 st over the course of three 
years on his self-devised regime, 
bidding bye-bye to big boozy 
sessions with his 'naughty boy 
chef matesj exercising daily and 
skipping certain types of 
carbohydrates like potatoes and 
rice, in favour of high-protein 
food like meat and eggs, as well 
as plenty of leafy greens. 

Now, he's sharing his recipes 
with the world in his latest 
cookbook, Tom Kerridge's 
Dopamine Diet: My Low-Carb, 
Stay-Happy Way To Lose Weight. 

"There are so many different 
diets and so many things that 
appeal to so many different 


people,'' he says, in his distinc¬ 
tive Gloucestershire burr. "This 
diet is high-protein led, and 
might not suit somebody else. 

"The key to it is finding the one 
that suits you,'' adds the 
43-year-old. "That's really 
important. Fitness bloggers, 
people into eating raw food - it's 
great because it takes all sorts. 
The idea of eating loads of raw 
food; I couldn't stay on that for 
three years but there are other 
people who could, and there are 
people who couldn't stay on 
what I do for three years.'' 

The fact he was able to stick to 
his diet - the first he's ever tried 
- for so long was partly because 
it embraces an unlikely snack. 

"Pork scratchings contain no 
carbohydrate - they're all 
protein," he explains with a 
chuckle. "I've lost the best part 
of 11-stone while eating pork 


scratchings. That's got to be the 
perfect diet, surely!" 

At over 6ft, Tom, who made his 
name after winning The Great 
British Menu in 2011, made a 
vow to become healthier before 
reaching his 40th birthday. 

But is it harder for men to 
admit they want to lose weight? 

"It's not hard... There are more 
blokes like me - 40 years old, fat 
and bald - there's plenty of us 
around, more than there are 
40-year-old, six-pack, chiselled- 
jaw geezers," he reasons. 

"You think it's hard to say to 
your peer group, 'I'm going on a 
dietj but it's just that first step 
because, actually, all your best 
mates become your biggest 
support system." 

While he's soon to be seen in 
a new BBC food series, the chef, 
who contributed to Bake Off's 
spin-off show, The Great British 


Bake Off: Creme de la Creme, 
rules out joining Paul Hollywood 
on the new series for Channel 4. 

"For me, I love working with 
the BBC," says Tom, who owns 
the Hand & Flowers pub in 
Marlow, Buckinghamshire, with 
his sculptor wife Beth. 

"I'm very happy working with 
them. So at this point, I 
wouldn't."

INGREDIENTS 


250ml passata 
2tbsp tomato puree 
3 garlic cloves, 
grated 
6 large 

free-range eggs 
2tsp dried oregano 
A drizzle of olive oil 
150g sliced pepperoni 
2 balls of mozzarella 
(about 125g each), 
drained 

2tbsp fresh oregano 
leaves 

30g Parmesan 
cheese 

A small handful of 
basil leaves 
Sea salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 



METHOD 

1. To make the tomato 
sauce, heat the passata, 
tomato puree and garlic in 
a saucepan over a medium 
heat. Simmer to reduce 
until the sauce is nice and 
thick. This will take eight to 
10 minutes. Remove from 
the heat, season with salt 
and pepper to taste and 
leave to cool. 

2. Preheat the oven to 
200°C/Fan 180°C/Gas 6. 

In a bowl, whisk together 
the eggs and dried 
oregano and season with 
salt and pepper. 

3. Heat a little olive oil in a 
24cm non-stick ovenproof 
frying pan over a medium- 
high heat. Pour in the egg 


and stir until almost fully 
cooked, removing the pan 
from the heat when the 
omelette is still a little 
runny and wobbly in the 
middle. Gently spread the 
tomato sauce all over the 
omelette. Cover with the 
pepperoni, then tear the 
mozzarella into pieces 
and scatter it over. 

4. Sprinkle with oregano 
and then place the pan in 
the oven for eight to 10 
minutes, until the 'pizza' is 
set. 

5. Remove from the oven 
and immediately grate the 
Parmesan over the top. 
Scatter over the basil and 
serve at once, directly 
from the pan. 



INGREDIENTS 

800g good-quality minced lamb 

8 merguez sausages (ask your butcher) 

Vegetable oil, for cooking 

2 onions, diced 

4 garlic cloves, grated 

Itbsp fennel seeds 

2tsp curry powder 

2tsp cracked black pepper 

Itsp ground cinnamon 

4 celery sticks, tough strings 

removed, diced 

500ml strong beef stock 

Dash of Worcestershire sauce 

Sea salt 

For the topping: 

2 cauliflowers, cut into large florets 

50g butter, softened 

70ml double cream 

200g strong blue cheese, crumbled 

Freshly 

ground black pepper 


METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven to 200°C/Fan 
180°C/Gas 6. Place the lamb 
mince in a large roasting tin and 
roast, stirring three of four times 
to break up the mince, for 35-40 
minutes until dark brown. It 
should look like instant coffee 
granules. 

2. Bake the merguez sausages in 
another roasting tin, alongside 
the lamb, for 10-15 minutes until 
cooked through. Tip the mince 
into a colander to drain. Let the 
sausages cool, then cut into 
chunks. 

3. Pour a splash of oil into a large 
saucepan and warm over a 
medium-low heat. Add the 
onions and garlic and sweat 
gently, stirring from time to time, 
for 10-15 minutes until soft. 


4. Stir in the fennel seeds, curry 
powder, cracked pepper and 
cinnamon and cook, stirring, for 
two to three minutes. 

5. Stir in the celery and browned 
mince. Pour in the stock and add 
the Worcestershire sauce and 
some salt. Bring to the boil, lower 
the heat and simmer for one to 
one-and-a-half hours, until thick 
and rich. Take off the heat and 
allow to cool. 

6. Preheat the oven to 190°C/Fan 
170°C/Gas 5. Stir the chopped 
sausages into the cooled lamb, 
then spoon into a shallow 
ovenproof dish, about 30 x 22cm 
and 8cm deep and level with a 
spoon. 

7. For the topping, bring a pan of 
lightly salted water to the boil, add 
the cauliflower florets and simmer 
until tender, about five minutes. 

8 . Drain the cauliflower and place 
in a food processor with the butter, 
cream and some salt and pepper. 
Blend until smooth. Add the blue 
cheese and blitz to combine. 

9. Spoon the cauliflower topping 
evenly over the lamb and sausage 
mixture. Stand the dish on an 
oven tray and bake in the oven for 
30-35 minutes until the meat 
mixture is bubbling and the 
topping is starting to brown. 

Serve immediately.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

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‘Fronting’ is response 
to new insurance high 


A CCORDING to new research 
from AA Insurance, nearly 
half of drivers believe that it is 
acceptable to reduce car insurance 
premiums for young drivers by insuring 
the car in a parent's name, naming a 
young driver as a 'named driver'. 

The news comes as insurance 
premiums hit a record high last quarter, 
rising by more than five times the rate 
of inflation in 2016. 

The Association of British Insurers 
(ABI) said that tax increases, rising repair 
costs and increasing costs arising from 
whiplash injury claims were to blame. 

According to the ABI's Motor 
Premium Tracker - which measures the 
price consumers actually pay for their 
cover, rather than quotes - the average 
price for private comprehensive 
insurance in Q4 2016 was £462. 

The highest figure recorded before this 
was in Q2 of 2012, when the average 
price was £443. The Q4 figure for 2016 
was up 4.9 per cent over Q3, equating to 
a £22 rise in the average premium. 

It was also found that the average 
premium for all of 2016 was 9.3 per 
cent higher than the average premium 
for 2015. This is known as 'fronting' - 
where a named driver on a policy is the 
person driving the car most or all of the 
time. 



DRIVING: 'Eye-wateringly' expensive 


And alarmingly, 1 per cent of drivers 
considered it acceptable to drive 
without any insurance in order to avoid 
high young driver premiums. 

This comes at a time when the 
Financial Ombudsman is featuring 
a fronting case-study following a 
customer complaint, which it did 
not uphold and in its latest report 
the ombudsman notes the significant 
proportion of young consumers' 
complaints that are motoring-related. 

Michael Lloyd, the AA's insurance 
director, points out that 'fronting' has 
long been an issue for car insurers but it 
is regarded as fraud. 

"The cost of insurance for a new, 
young driver is often eye-watering," 
he agrees, "so it's understandable that 
families might want to look for ways to 
cut that cost. 


"For many people, a parent insuring 
a youngster's car and adding them to 
the policy as a 'named' (or occasional) 
driver might seem to be a legitimate 
way to get costs down but they may not 
recognise the potential consequences." 

According to the latest AA British 
Insurance Premium Index, the typical 
quoted premium for someone aged 
17-22 is £1,436, more than double 
that for someone aged 30-35 but for 
a newly qualified driver, with no no¬ 
claim bonus, it could be much higher 
than that. 

Populus asked over 24,000 drivers 
about their attitude towards insuring a 
young person's first car. 

• Half (49%) said they consider insuring 
the car in a parent's name in order to 
reduce the cost to be acceptable. 

• Perhaps reflecting that it is usually 
mum who will add a youngster as a 
named driver, women were more likely 
(53%) than men (46%) to do this. 

• 60% of those aged 1 7-22 considered 
this an acceptable way to obtain cover. 

• Regionally, those in Northern Ireland 
(57%) and London (50%) were most 
likely to consider 'fronting'. 

The consequences of a young 
person whose parent has 'fronted' 
the insurance policy can be extremely 
serious, including prosecution for fraud.

Is a scrappage scheme 
for diesels on the way? 


A SCRAPPAGE scheme for diesel 
cars is being considered to 
improve air quality, it has been 
reported. 

Government officials are working 
on plans to offer a cash incentive for 
replacing an old diesel car with a low- 
emission vehicle, according to the 
Daily Telegraph. 

Concern over the impact of diesel 
cars on nitrogen dioxide (N02) 
levels were raised by the Volkswagen 
emissions scandal in September 2015. 

It emerged that 11 million 
Volkswagen diesel vehicles around the 
world had been fitted with software to 
release fewer smog-causing pollutants 
during tests than in real-world driving 
conditions. 

Analysis by the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) found that N02 is estimated 
to be responsible for 23,500 deaths in 
the UK each year. 

Greenpeace UK policy adviser 
Rebecca Newsom claimed a 
scrappage scheme could have "an 
important impact" in tackling the UK's 



DIESELrSmog-generating emissions 
furore may result in replacement 
scheme 
"filthy air". 

Steve Gooding, director of 
motoring research charity the RAC 
Foundation, said such a programme 
would have to target specific vehicles 
and take into account how much they 
are currently being driven in areas 


with poor air quality. 

He added: "The risk is that a 
scheme could quickly run up a huge 
bill for the Exchequer, have only 
marginal impact in problem areas, 
and falter in encouraging the take-up 
of electric cars because the charging 
infrastructure isn't really in place to 
support their widespread use." 

A Government spokeswoman did 
not confirm that a scrappage scheme 
is being considered, but said air 
quality plans are being developed and 
there will be an update later this year. 

The creation of clean air zones is a 
key part of the work. 

The spokeswoman added: "We are 
firmly committed to improving the 
UK's air quality and cutting harmful 
emissions." 

Government advisory panel the 
Committee on Climate Change believes 
9 per cent of new car sales should be 
electric by 2020 for the UK to meet 
its legal obligation to cut greenhouse 
gas emissions by 80 per cent by 2050 
compared with 1990 levels. 

In 2016 the market share of new 


car sales for alternatively fuelled 
vehicles was 3.3 per cent, up from 
2.8 per cent the previous year. 

In June last year then-transport 
secretary Patrick McLoughlin said it 
had been a mistake for former Labour 
chancellor Gordon Brown to slash 
taxes on diesel. 

Mr Brown reduced duty on 
low-sulphur fuel in 2001, which 
contributed to an increase in annual 
diesel car registrations from 3.45 
million to 8.2 million. 

AA president Edmund King said: "As 
it was Government that encouraged 
the dash for diesel with fiscal 
incentives, it would be poetic justice 
for the Government to now provide 
incentives for dismantling older 
diesels. 

"We believe that such a scheme for 
cars over 10 years old could prove 
popular with drivers." 

A scrappage scheme to boost the 
motor industry ran from May 2009 
until March 2010, offering motorists 
£2,000 to scrap an old car for a new 
model.

The winner came from a second- 
half penalty for handball, with Chris 
Bacon sent off shortly afterwards 
for picking up two yellow cards. 

“Mat is a quality player and a 
winner,” said Greygoose. 

“He’s got a proven record and will 
add something to us. It’s a massive 
signing as he’s such an important 
character on and off the pitch. 


“We don’t know if it will be short 
term or until the end of the season, 
we’ll just have to see. 

“Hopefully he will enjoy his foot¬ 
ball with us and stay to help us win 
the league.” 

On Saturday’s defeat, Greygoose 
added: “I’ve been quite critical of 
the lads over the last two weeks but 
Saturday was one of those days. 

“We were excellent in the first 
half, as good as we’ve been for a 
long time. But we just couldn’t find 
the back of the net. 

“We got punished for not tak¬ 
ing our chances. Apart from the 
penalty our keeper didn’t have a 


save to make.” 

Mildenhall still lead the league 
table despite the defeat, but they 
are coming under pressure from 
their rivals, notably second-placed 
Newmarket Town, who beat 
Godmanchester Rovers 6-2. 

The Jockeys are eight points 
behind, and have played a game 
more, but they are well placed to 
pounce if Mildenhall continue to 
falter. 

Jack Watson opened the scoring 
for Newmarket with a shot from 30 
yards, and the advantage was dou¬ 
bled 10 minutes before half time 
when Deakan Napier converted 


Lewis Whitehead’s cross. 

Reece King reduced the arrears 
for Godmanchester but Jamie 
Thurlbourne restored the Jockeys’ 
two-goal lead with a fine shot from 
the left of the penalty area. 

Charlie Bowen headed home and 
Austen Diaper also got on the score 
sheet for the hosts to make it 5-1. 

Arran Mackay replied with 
another goal for Godmanchester, 
but it was Newmarket who had the 
final say when Whitehead scored 
from a tight angle. 

“We’re putting the top teams 
under pressure,” said Newmarket 
boss Kevin Grainger.

Thunder storms 
to victory in UAE 
2000 Guineas 

THUNDER Snow showed his rivals a clean 
pair of heels as he stormed to victory in the 
UAE 2000 Guineas at Meydan. 

The Saeed bin Suroor-trained colt 
was among the leading juveniles in 
Europe last year, finishing second in both 
the Vintage Stakes at Goodwood and 
the Champagne Stakes at Doncaster 
before having to settle for fourth behind 
Churchill in the Dewhurst. 

He rounded off his 2016 campaign 
with victory in the Group One 
Criterium International at Saint-Cloud 
last October and he was quickly off the 
mark on his 2017 debut. 

Partnered by Christophe Soumillon, 
Thunder Snow assumed control at the 
top of the straight and soon accelerated 
clear, galloping all the way to the line 
to see off Bee Jersey in style by five and 
three-quarter lengths. 

Another Godolphin runner, 
Capezzano, stuck on for third. 

Thunder Snow was one of four 
winners on the card for Godolphin with 
Bin Suroor also sending out Prize Money 
to win the Meydan Hotel Handicap in 
the hands of Adrie de Vries. 

Charlie Appleby and William Buick 
teamed up for two winners with Bravo 
Zolo striking gold in the one-mile 
handicap while Comicas came out on 
top in a six-furlong heat.
